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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 8, 1st paragraph of Remark, 

Applicant's stated that Hiyama nowhere discloses that " the still image can present the gray level capability of the display while showing still 
images". However, Hiyama teaches the still image can present the gray level capability of the display while showing still images (col. 7, 
lines 57-61). 

On page 8, 3rd paragraph of Remark, Applicant's stated that the motion image and: the still image must be generated 
simuitaneously so that the gray level capabiiity can be determined via human eyes or a device simulating human eyes. Unlike the presem 
invet.ion, the moving image of Allen must be detected using a sensor to calculate variations of the moving image, which is not required by 
the claimed invention. However, in col. 1, lines 39-44 Allen et al. teaches: "...the amount of data needed to represent a slowly movinq or 
steadily recorded scene is less than the amount needed for a fast movinq scene. For example, a static scene of many frames can be 
compressed by merely eliminating all but one frame". Therefore, as one could see in bold and underlined text that that the motion image is 
the duplication of the still image but with adjustable moving speed. Notice, that any movement inherently will have direction. 
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
